/ WALKER UNVEILS CAIRN AT 

' MACLEOD — FAMOUS EX- 
MOUNTIE AT HISTORIC CEL- 
EBRATIONS IN PIONEER AL- 
BERTA TOWN 


| Colonel James Walker of Calgary 
unveiled the historical cairn in Mac- 
leod which was erected by the Dom- 
inion of Canada in commemoration 
of Fort Macleod and the coming of 
| the North West Mounted Police here 
in 1874, The colonel, resplendent in 
the bright scarlet and gold uniform 
of the police of those days, with 
white helmet and flowing plumage, 
first inspected the guard of honor 
formed by ex-members of the North 
West Mounted Police under the 
command of Sergt.-Maj. Armer, 
also veterans of the Great War 
under the command of Capt. J. S. 
Lambert. 


Coloneh Walker shook hands with 
several of the ex-mounted police- 
men who were in the force with 
| him in the seventies, among the old- 
est being Edward Larkin, formerly 
of the Irish Constabulary, who join- 
ed the police in '73 and came up 
west with them in '74, and whose 
|regimental number is only a few 
more than the colonel’s, and who, in 
| spite of his 87 years, stood smartly 
in the line, erect and straight, and 
shook hands heartily with Colonel 
Walker, who was more than pleased 
to meet his old comrade,

At the conclusion of Colonel 
Walker’s unveiling address he 


pulled the scarlet and gold ribbons 
handed to him by Captain D. W. 
Davis, and the huge Union Jack 
draping the cairn fell to the 
ground, while the guard of honor 
came smartly to the present as 
reveille was sounded by the trum- 
peter, 

Mr. Justice Clarke, of Calgary, 
then gave a stirring address befit- 
ting the occasion. He showed the 
importance of the day and the 
wonderful progress Canada had 
made since the Confederation of, 60 
years ago. Judge Clarke eulogized 
the Mounties of the early days as 
the men who had made it possible 
for us of the present day to live in 
peace and comfort in the 
| Canadian west. 

Prior to the unveiling ceremony, 
the Elke’ band played “O Canada” 
and “The Maple Leaf,” while nearly 
1,000 children lustily sang the words, 
| accompanied by the voices of the 
large crowd of interested spectators 
from all over the district. 

Mayor J. W. MacDonald opened 
the proceedings in an address of 
welcome to Colonel J. W. Walker 
and the Hon. Mr. Justice Clarke. At 
the conclusion of the unveiling the 
crowning of Miss Margaret Reid as 
queen of the carnival took place, and 
the coronation was performed by 
Exalted Ruler Tweed of the Macleod 
B.P.O.E. No. 129, who blushingly be- 
stowed upon her majesty the usual 
salutory blessing. The queen was
